Claims 23, 27, 28, 30 - 32, 36, 40, 41 and 43 - 45 are allowable. 

With regards to claim 23, the examiner cannot find any applicable prior art and 
suggestion disclosing adding a new planar group to the set of planar groups when a 
current 5D pose does not fit any planar group of the set of planar groups in combination 
with the rest of the limitations in claims 23. 

With regards to claim 30, the examiner cannot find any applicable prior art and 
suggestion disclosing assigning a cross product of the first direction with a plane normal 
as a second direction of the multiple fiducial patterns in combination with the rest of the 
limitations of claims 30. 

With regards to claim 36, see the rationale for claim 23. 
With regards to claim 43, see the rationale for claim 30.
